THIS Grammar is divided into 

two Books. In the firft, the Au- 


thor coniiders Chinefe as a {poke 


M. Bayer obferves, that, in this 
Language, the fame Word may be 
Subftantive, Adjective, Verb, or any 
other Part of Speech, according to 
the Nature of the Thing fignified; 
nor are they diftinguifh’d by Termi- 


Language, in the fecond as a written. A nations, but meerly, by the Place 


For the Chineje has this ditinguilhmg 
Particularity, that its Characters, by 
their Affemblages, form neither Syl- 
lables nor Words, but are contriv’d 
to reprefent in fome Sort the Ob- 
jects they are intended to exprefs; 
whence it is, that we cannot learn 
to talk Chine, but by a long Inter- 
courfe .with the Natives of that 
Country ; whereas we may under- 
ftand and explain their Books, with- 
out knowing a fingle Word of theis 
Language. 

The {poken Chine/e Language con 
fifts of but 350 Monofyllubles; but 
eich Monotyllable takes a different 
Signification, according to the Accent, 
which modities it; and no Monolyl- 
Jable aimits of les than 11 different 
Accents: Betides which, the fame 
Ward, pronounc’d with the fame 
Tone, fiznifies different Things; fo 
that often the Sequel of rhe Difcourle 
alone can ihew us, in what Senile the 
Word is to be, taken; nor is this al- 
ways fuflicient; fince the Spesker is 
often oblig’d to delerive the fignifica- 


they poffefs in'a Sentence. The 
Nouas have neither Declination, Gen- 
der, nor Cafe ; and the Plural is de- 
noted, by a Repetition of the fame 
Word. In Verbs likewife, the Ac- 
tive and Paflive differ only in Place. 
I need not remark here, that this 
Language appears to be diametrically 
oppofite in its Nature to all other 
Languages, Antient or Modern, 
which we have any Knowledge of. 

At the End of this firft Book there 
are eight Plates, upon which are en- 
graven the Chineje Charters, which 
relate to the Words employ’d im this 
Book. 

The fecond Book treats of the 
written Chinefe, and theit Literature, 
in five Chapters. 

1. Their Paper is exceeding thin, 
made of the interior Bark ofa Shrub, 
which they call Bamsz, and which 
may be sender’d the Cotton of 
the Country.: Fine Writing is in 


fuch.Credit among this People, that . 


to write an ill Hand is fuffictent to 
difyrace a Man of Letters, and make 


tive Charaéler in the Air, or upon ~ him Jook’d upon. as unworthy of any 


the Palm of his Hand. Hence it is, 
that vitious Pronunciations introduce 
fuch frequent Ambiguities, as driturd 
the Jntercourle of Lite, and are the 
Source af many Errors; witnefs the 
falfe, Notion formerly entertain'’d in 
China, that the Evropean Bricks were 
as large as. the molt {pacious Chinefe 
Houles; which arofe from the falfe 
Pronunciation of a Monofyllable, 
which, in this Language, fignifies 
fometimes a. Brick, and fometimes a 
Ship; upon which turn’d the Plea- 
fJaniry, of him, who ask’d, if the 
Bricks, were of fuch a Size, how 
large mult.the Ovens be, in. which 
they were burn'd? 





Raivk. Prnting (if we may believe 
the Chinaje) was in. Ufe among them 
330 Years before the Disnyfan Era. 
Their Manner of Writing is in per 
pendicular Columns from Top to Bot- 
tom; and difpos’d from Right to Left; 
a Way of Writing, which Disdorus 
Siculus alcribes to the Inhabitants of 
the Ifland Taprobane. 

z. The Chinefe Characters are 
form’d of Right and Curve Lines 
differently fituated, and combined, 
Thefe Letters, our Author tells us, 
‘are fomething like the Latin Charac- 
ters, invented by Ennius, and per- 
fe&ted by Lyre, Cicerc’s Freed Man, 
and others; by the Help of ~—

they were able to write as faft as 
fpeak. Among the great Number of 
Charatters in this Language, there 
are 400 Radicals, from whence the 
reft are deriv’d. We muft be ac- 
quainted (fays our Author) with near 
7000 Charaéters, in order’ to under- 
ftand the Books in common Ufe. But 
if we will engage in their Books of 
Science, as Hiftory, Philofophy, 
Phyfick, and Poetry, we muft be 
provided with the Knowledge of no 
lefs than 15000. In fhort the Chine/e 
Charaéters amount to no lefs than 
80000. . 

3. The Chinefe, in the Form and 
Compofition of their Charaéters, ob- 
ferve a Sort of Analogy and Rela- 
tion between them, and the Ideas 
which they are intended to excite. 
For Inftance, the Charaéter which 
fignifies Sovereign’ Majefty, is com- 
pos’d of two, which fignify, White 
and King; becaufe, as our Author 
conjectures, the Chinefe Emperors, 
of the fecond Family of Xam, had a 
White Standard carried before them, 
4. The Method, which the Chine/e 
ooferve in the Compofition of their 
Difionaries is this. The Character 
to be explain’d is printed in a larger 
Size, in order to catch the Eye; and 
under this Charaéter are rang’d two 
Columns fill’d with feveral Letters, 
the firft of which fhews the true 
Pronunciation of the Charaéter, the 
other its different Significations. 

5. M. Bayer givesus no very grand 
Idea of the Chine/e Eloquence. He 
reprefents them as more careful of 
acting, than fpeaking well. Their 
Style is concife and Laconics and 
their Touches ‘have lefs of Vivacity 
and Politenefs than of Truth.

the benevolent Man, becaufe he takes 


a high Pleafure in doing Good. So D 


that the benevolent Man, who is a 
Friend to’ Mankind, is a higher and 
moré noble Character, than that of a 
Friend. 

Friendfhip can never oblige a Man 
to part with his own’ Happinefs to 
another; for that’s doing no good, 
there’s but one Man happy ftill.

A curious Defcription of a Burning 
Vulcano, in the Country of Kerry, 
as communicated by Letter ta the 
Right Rev. the Bibop of K—m—e. 


My Lord, 
Should before now have falfilled 
the Promife’I made in my lalt, 
to give fome Account of the burning 
Cliff, but waited till the Earl of 
Kerry could be at Leifure to go with. 
me 
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me to it; and the low Ebb of the 
Tide at the Equinox, afforded an 
Opportunity of obferving the Cliff 
and the Coaft about it more curioufly. 
Thefe Circumftances concurred on 
Tuefday laft, and I hope the follow- 
ing Defcription will not be unac- 
ceptable to one of the Bibhop of 
K—m—e’s Tafte. 

On the Kerry Coaft of the Shan- 
non, between the old Caftles of Dune 
and Lick (which are about half a 
Mile afunder) and oppofite to Car- 
fick a Holt, the ancient Seat of the 
Earls of C/are, the Cliffs rife toa 
great Height above the Sea, to 1, 2, 
or 300 Feet perpendicular, from 
which Height, by the undermining 
of the Waves, they fometimes fall 
with mighty Violence into the 
Ocean. 

Near two Years ago a Piece of one 
of thefe high Cliffs fell off; where- 
upon there broke out a Smoak, at- 
tended with a frong fulphureous 
Smell. I will not take on me to de- 
termine whether the fubterraneous 
hidden Fire was the Occafion of the 
Cliff's falling, or the Collifion of the 
Rocks on that Accident, the Caule 
of the Fire; whichfoever of thefe it 
was, it has continued burning ever 
fince, and has wafted away fo much 
of the Cliff, that there was falling 
from Time to Time a Space of it a- 
bout 60 Feet in Breadth, and 100 in 
Length. Thefe frequent Breaches 
have made an eafy Defeent to the Sea 
from the Top of the Cliff, which at 
firit was perpendicular. 

By this Means I got down, and 
about Midway came where I obferv- 
ed the Smoak breaking out: Here I 
took Notice that the Heap of Earth 
which lately fell from the Top, was 
turned into a Cruft, which had feve- 
ral long Cracks from whence the 
Smoak ifflued out. The Mixture of 
burnt Clay, and Afhes, and calcined 
Stones, was worth obferving ; but 
the Heat was fo great, and the Sul- 
phureous Stench {fo flrong, that (tho’ 
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Pliny’s Fatehad not come into Mind) 
I could not wait to be over curious. 
From hence I defcended obliquely 
to the Bottom of the Cliff, where | 
had a full View of it, and of the 
Progrefs the Fire made in it.

Advice from Brifol, Mr. Mayor 
having on .Thurlday.

Exprefs the agreeable News of the 
late Defeat of the Excife-Project, 
the fame foon ipread amongft the 
People, and before the Dawn of 
Yefterday, all the Bells of the City 
entertained us with their Mufick on 
fo joyful an ‘Occafion, and the Ships 
at the Key hung out their Colours, 
which afforded a moft beautiful Pro- 
{pect : His Worthip and his Bre- 
thren the Aldermen came to the 
Council-Houfe at the ufual Hour of 
Bofinefs, and refolved to give an im- 
mediate Invitation to the Gentle- 
men, Merchants, and principal Tradel- 
men of the Town, to drink the 
Healths of their Majefties and the 
reft of the Royal Family there in the 
Evening. About Six o’Clock a nu- 
merous Company met accordingly, 
and the above Healths, together with 
thofe of the Oppofers (in Parliament)

We learn, that 
the Deputies of the Palatinates, and 
even many of their Principals, were 
already arrived at War/faw, to be pre- 
fent at the enfuing Election of a 
King; that each of them had a great 
and magnificent Reétinue, and that 
theie Gentlemen, after having noti- 
fied their Arrival, had been compli- 
mented by the Minifters of Foreign 
Powers. Upon their having Audi- 
ence of the Primate, and defiring 
Guards might be allowed them, a 
Caftellan anfwer’d, that by the pru- 
dent Meafures of the Regent, they 
need not fear any Difturbance from 
Faétions, or Confederacies; and that 
they might be fecure enough by be- 
ing guafded with their own Ser- 
vants. 

From Hambourgh. Our laft Ad- 
vices from Poland affirm, that the 

Inhabitants of all the Towns and 
Places formerly belonging to King 
Staniflaus, as well as feveral other 
Palatinates, having engaged under 
Oath to acknowledge no other King, 


and had detached Men to pillage tlie 
Eftates of their Neighbours who were 
not of the fame Sentiments; upon 
which the Primate had fent a Body 
of Crown Troops after them, 

From the Hage. It is written 
from Dantzick; that they are conti- 
nually fending confiderable Sums in 
Gold to Warfaw; and that a Banker 
at Breflau had ordered his Correfpon- 
dent to get together all the Gold he 
poflibly could, and not to ftand fora 
{mall Matter in the Price. It is cer- 
tain, that the Primate and Senate are 
not pleafed with the Inftruétions of 
fome of the Palatines and Diftricts, 
which recommend as Part of the 
Pafta conventa to be fubfcribed by 
to the new King. 1. That he fhall 
never introduce Foreign Troops in- 
to the Kingdom, unlefs with the 
Approbation of the Senate. 2. That 
the Offices of the Crown, which 
fhall become vacant, fhall not be con- 
ferred upon any but Natives of the 
Kingdom, likewife with the Appro- 
bation of the Senate, and never upon 
Foreigners who have been natur:- 
lized. 3. That no Foreigner fhail 
be concerned in the Adminiftration 
of the Revenues of the Crown, fuich 
as the Duty upon Salt, re. And, 
4. That the King fhall particularly 
engage, not to difpofe of any impor- 
tant Poft in the Army, of his own 
Head, without the Confent of the 
Generals of the Crown. 

From Paris: The Duke of Anjoz, 
their Majefties fecond Son, died on 
the 7th in the Morning at V/er- 
Sailles; and in the Evening the 
Corpfe of that Prince was remov'd 
to the Palace of the Thuilleries in 
this City. He was 2 Years, 7
